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GREEDY "CHARITY" AIDS PROFIT MACHINE

THE large modern foundations, such 
as the Carnegie Corporation and 
the Rockefeller and Russell Sage founda- 
tions are among the most significant re- 
cent developments. They are in the do- 
main of philanthropy what the trusts are 
in the field of industry. 

The three main stages in modern in- 
dustrial development are successively re- 
presented by the individual employer, the 
corporation and the trust. 

The three corresponding phases o( phi- 
lanthropic development are private alms, 
charity organizations and "foundations." 

Up to the latter part of the past century, 
charity le entirely unorganised, and consists 
of promiscuous and Indiscriminate alms-giving. 
Toward 1870 a general movement springs up 
aU over the country to organise charitable re- 
lief on a comprehensive and scientific basis. 

Charity organisation societies are formed in 
all important cities, introducing methods of 
thorough Investigation of applications for re- 
lief and aiming to restore economic independ- 
ence to the objects of their benefactions. Char- 
ity becomes an efficient, businesslike pursuit 

Toward the end of the century, the large in- 
corporated philanthropies 'begin to make their 
appearance. First in the field was Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie with his Carnegie Institute at Pitts- 
burg, followed by the somewhat similar but 
more munificent Carnegie Institution at Wash* 
ington. The latter has an endowment fund of 
$22,000,000, and is engaged in almost every con- 
ceivable branch of scientific research and so- 
ciological investigation. 



BIRTH OF F0CKDATI0N8. 

THE next few years saw the "birth ef the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching, with an endowment of 
flMOMOO, to provide pensions for college 
professor*, the Hero Fund of fWQMN to re- 
ward deeds of courage and bravery, the Carne- 
gie Peace Fund of $10i4(HMMO to promote peace 
and amity among nations, the Library Fund to 
T-m-sMw Hbrsrv buildiags f«r ?1t.ii>s. sad 2s-!1t. 
iiir i itiut^w ' t ui-pointion *i Sew lurlu This 
Is a sort of a holding company for the divers 
philanthropic Interests of Mr. Carnegie. 

The corporation was given $125,000,000, the 
income of which, in the language of the act of 
Incorporation, is to be used in aiding institu- 
tions of learning, peace endowments, libraries, 
hero funds, etc. 

The "Carnegie benefactions" were closely 
followed by those of John T). Rockefeller, whose 
first endowments on a sufficient scale, the Chi- 
cago University and the Rockefeller institute 
for Medical Research, were soon merged. In 
1902, ip the General Education Board, repre- 
senting In expenditures and capital more than 
S7n.ooo.000. and only last year tne Rockefeller 
Foundation was organised In New York with a 
sapltal of $100,000,000. 

The Russell Sage Foundation, likewise a New 
York corporation, was organized in 1907 with a 
capital of $10,000,000. and many other funds, 
endowments and foundations of smaller scope, 
but similar general type, are In existence today. 

The movement of phllanthreple consolidation 
tiros hears a striking resemblance to the move- 
ment of Industrial consolidation of the end of 
(lie last renrnrv. and Just as the first great 
American Industrial combinations were the Oil 
Trust and the Steel Trust, so the first of the 
glgttntle philanthropic trusts are the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation and the Carnegie Corporation, 
flic one so thoroughly saturated with oil and 
the other mo firmly founded on steel. 

The parallelism between the Industrial 
growt ii and philanthropic development Is fur- 
thermore not accidental. There Is a true and 
Intimate relation between these two fields of 
human activity. 

The experience gained by capitalists in their 
Industrial pursuits are naturally transferred by 
them to all other domains of their activity, and 
methods of organization, economy and efficiency 
are found to be equally applicable to all. 



HOW POVERTY GROWS. 
HTMIF trend of Industrial growth, affects, not 
•l only the methods bat also the snbstance 
and objects of philanthropy. In the earlier 

fihasrs of the modern factory Industry, poverty 
s considered an accident because unemploy- 
ment Is a rare and passing condition. Tempo- 
rary pecuniar) relief In the shape/ of alas seems 
to be all that the situation req****. 

With the larger devclnnj^^of capitalism, 
the perfection of labor Mf^aesstacblaery, con- 
solidation of plants, etc* em emnloymcnt be- 
comes more widespread sad lasting. Poverty 
assumes the dignity of a regular and general 
Institution, and requires a large, systematic 
and «n«tnlned effort t«< cone with K. Hence 
the charity organisation societies oa a grand 
scale. 

In very recent times, however, we have 
reached a stage in which poverty has grown 
to an extent beyond the cure or even help 
of philanthropy. The number of Jobless 
workers mounts into millions; they are 
bound to exist much halow the margin of 
subsistence. Even the millions in the great 
modern philanthropic funds could not feed, 
clothe or shelter thera.

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But if wo accept this particular fund as partak- 
ing of the latter characteristic, it must be borne 
in mind that It la practically the smallest Item 
in the list of Mr. Carnegie's munificent endow- 
ments. 

It Is somewhat overshadowed by the item of 
$5,000,000 tor church organs and $$0,000,000 
for the hero fund, Mr. Carnegie's remaining en- 
dowments are all devoted to educational purpo- 
ses of one kind or another. 

Mr. Rockefeller's earlier philanthropic en- 
dowments were entirely disassociated from 
charitable relief, and the Rockefeller Founda- 



ly the large scale and trustified variety, 
have reached International proportions. The 
United States does not offer them a sufficient 
market. The civilised countries of Europe 
likewise produce more than they need. The big 
American capitalist concern* want new mar- 
kets, which must be created ia the undeveloped 
parts of the globe. To 'become commercially 
valuable the benighted aborigines of the un- 
civilized countries must acquire two qualities 
— they must develop a taste for the ways and 
products of modern civilization, and they must 
learn to produce something valuable to give us 
in exchange for our products. 

This Is why our capitalists so cheerfully en- 
dow missionaries to Instruct the heathen In the 
ways of Christian civilisation, including tho 
wearing of decent apparel, preferably of Amer- 
ican' manufacture, and this is perhaps one of 
the reasons why they are now being forced to 
part with their favorite hook worm diseases. 

This Is the situation In a nutshell. Tho 
Amerleaa Industries caa well dispense with sv 
mflUea or so of tke surplas working popula- 
tion of this eonntry. Hence they are permitted 
to die of consumption, vocational diseases and 
preveatahle accidents. Bat the population ef

IF Sl'OH college teacher knows that his In- 
stitution owes its life snd existence to the 
generosity of a capitalist or a group of capitalists, 
that his salary and the position of the college 
president and trustees depend on such capital- 
ists would be be likely to he outspoken In op- 
position to the Interests of the benefactor, even 
though his honest views would lead him to such 
opposition? 

Quite likely the givers of generous college en- 
dowments rarely if ever place any restrictions 
upon the academic freedom of college teachers. 
Such restrictions are quite unnecessary. They 
artso automatically and unconsciously. 
■ Mr. John D. Rockefeller has admitted before 
this commission that "there Is a possible dan. 
ger with reference (of such Influence) to higher

tho elder Mr. Rockefeller had had sotm- such 
plan under consideration for seven years. The 
Industrial disturbances in Colorado impressed \ 
Mr. Rockefeller. Jr.. "with the great need and «j 
public importance of finding an effective means , 
of preventing such conflicts and caused him to . 
urge a far-reaching study of industrial rela- j 
tions." j 

It would seem to the ordinary mind that the :

tlou was the struggle in Colorado, which had , 
assumed outrageous forms and monstrous di- 
mensions, particularly as the Rockefeller in- 
terests were directly concerned. 

Rut Mr. Rockefeller as stockholder and direc- 
tor of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company 
did not feel called upon to do anything In the 
matter, and Mr. Rockefeller a president of the 
foundation felt that "In view i ' the passion 
aroused In Colorado and the many divergent 
Interests involved there the foundation Itself 
should not interfere in that situation, but that It 
was of the utmost consequence that the root 
cause of that and similar disturbances should be 
ascertained and, If possible, removed, not only 
in Colorado, but elsewhere."

CONCERN IN FOREIGN NATIONS. 

ANOTHER striking feature of 'tho large 
modern philanthropists la that they 
show a decided concern in (he welfare of 
foreign nations and a corresponding Indif- 
ference to the needs of their own country- 
men. 

As already noticed tho only charitable work 
oa a largo scale nndortsken *jgr too Rockefeller 
FVraadatfcMi was to send siiipfoads of food for 
tho relief of tho war sufferers In Belgium. It 
waa a good deed, and I would be the last per- 
son in the world to criticise it in tho spirit of a 
narrow nationalistic or pseudo-patriotic sent- 
iment 

On the contrary, I rejoice In every manifesta- 
tion of the growth of tho spirit of International 
brotherhood of men. I hope to see the day 
when the men and women of all countries will 
consider themselves equal and affectionate 
members of the great human family. 

Bnt why restrict tho necessary hess to Bel- 
gium! While the Belgian relief ships wore 
loadod with wheat, corn and ether foodstuffs, 
tons of thousands of Amerleaa workers, their 
wives and children were going fcoajry. 

Tho bread linos In Now Torn, within perhaps 
one mile of M Broadway, were growing longer 
and longer from day to day. Many of the men 
In these dreadful linos have probably at some 
time been working In one or the ether ef the 
numerous industries fa which Mr. Rockefeller 
has Invested, have probably helped to augment 
his great fortune. They were given no thought 
by the Rockefeller Foundation. 

The only other extensive activity of the Rock- 
efeller Foundation has been the creation and 
the work of tho International Health Commis- 
sion. This has directed Its main activities to 
the eradication of the hook worm disease In 
the British West Indies, Central America. Egypt, 
Ceylon, the Malay States, and tho Philippines, 
and also to tho promotion of medical education 
and public health In China. 

Again I say that in common with all broad- 
minded people of this country, I should be very 
glad to see tho Egyptians and Malayans freed 
from tho ugly hook worm disease. 



TUBERCULOSIS KILLS THOUSANDS. 
"D UT I cannot forget that many, many thous- 
anda of American workers die annually 
from tuberculosis, a disease preventable and 
curable by proper sanitary surroundings, whole- 
some food, fresh air and rest, that comparative- 
ly small expenditures of money would save large 
numbers of the unfortunate sufferers, mostly 
victims of the social and Industrial surround- 
ings into which their work has forced them. 
I also think of the half a million work- 
ing men and working women who aro killed 
or maimed every year in the mines, fact- 
ories and on the railroads of this country, 
the very industries whoso stocks and <bonds 
make up the fund of the Rockefeller 
Foundation. Those accidents are to a 
large extent preventable by the application

An institution of the power and influence 
of the Rockefeller Foundation could con- 
tribute largely to bring about a reduction 
of such accidents. Then why confine the 
work of the International Health Commis- 
sion to the hook worm disease in the Brit- 
ish West Indies? 

Even the domestic birds are discriminated 
against by the foundation.

undeveloped foreign countries are Jest begin- 
ning to develop aa economic Importance for 
Amerleaa capital. Hence late national health 
commissions. 

It is a mistake to consider the activities of 
the great modern foundations, at home eM 
aUotd, iii •*•»> Yiature of yhiinV'.^r^j* it ' ^"u'cavor. 
The great capitalists who endow the founda- 
tions do not seek to relieve their suffering fel- 
lowmen, but to strenghten their own social and 
econonic position and to train a corps of cap- 
able and efficient assistants. 

Just as many larjte manufacturing establish- 
ments maintain experimental laboratories for 
technical scientific research to aid tbem with 
their business, just so do the large financial 
and business interests now begin establishing 
what we may term "sociological laboratories" 
to support their rule. 

"The best form of philanthropy Is the invest- 
ment of money in the building up of productive 
Industry," said Mr. Jdh'n T>. Rockefeller,' Jr.. 
testifying before this commission, and that 
characterises the spirit of modern capitalist 
"benevolence" admirably. 

It is not charity at all. It is investment. It 
is part of a wide and faraighted administration 
of large business Interests. 

"We have not drawn sharp . lines between 
business and philanthropic Interests," admits 
tbe younger Mr. Rockefeller, and bis detailed 
testimony before the commission clearly corro- 
borates the significant statement. 

The offices at 20 Broadway are the head- 
quarters of Mr. Rockefeller's diversified and 
world-wide interests. There he meets with his 
"personal staff." bis son and two confidential 
advisers now in tbe capacity of an individual 
capitalist, now as member of the Board of Dir- 
ectors of some of the many corporations which 
he controls and now as the Executive Commit- 
tee of tbe foundation or other "philanthropic" 
organisation. 



41 ST BUSINESS ENTERPRISES. 

THERE is a method and a purpose in these 
international capitalist philanthropic? 
They may be regarded as a somewhat mor» 
modern and practical development of tbe old- 
fashioned missionary work among the "heathen" 
races. Both are at bottom business enterprises. 
The modern American industries, particular- 



SMOOTH AND LOGICAL. 
HP HE transition from one field of activity to 
the ether Is smooth, logical, almost Imper- 
ceptible. The eoaferees do not even hare the 
time to change their moods or mental attitudes 
In these transitions from business to pbllan. 
thropy. It Is all blended In one harmonious en- 
deavor. 

The main lines of Activity of modern founda- 
tions may be divided into two principal groups: 
Educational and social reform work. 

Under the first head must be classed the en- 
dowments of ^Institutions of learning, such as 
the University of Chicago, institutions for 
scientific research such as tbe Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research, the Carnegie In- 
stitution at Washington and the Carnegie In- 
stitute at Pittsburg, the Carnegie libraries, en- 
dowments for scholarships to persons engaged 
in scientific research and for pensions to col- 
lege teachers. 

Under the heading of social reform work, wr 
must class Institutions such as the Russell Saxe 
Foundation, the Carnegie peace endowments 
and hero funds as well as the Rockefeller 
Foundation, which has recently embarked In 
tbe field of industrial and social relations. 

As to the social effects of these foundations, 
tho same may be said about the Industrial 
effects of the trusts. They have all the advan- 
tages of systematic and large-scale operation 
and all the evil effects and dangers of Indlvl- 
d , js\ Irr^sp^nsihle ,-«ntrol snd n^Rne?-rr!' > t^^ 
and these dangers become more acute as the 
foundations grow In size, scope and power.

rial, economic and political sciences. Tho***

But ton often thev reflect the personal Inclin- 
ations! latere*! or hla« of their exponents, and 
when Instltntlens for the teaching of these snd- 
iect* are created, supported or endowed by in- 
dividual* with very definite »la«« lntere«t« snd 
Hoclal bias the danger K that such bias will 
naturally eommnaleate Itself to the teacher, 
who owes hi* living to the generosity of the 
founder or patron. 

The college or university teacher of econom- 
ics cannot and should not avoid th* treatment 
of the Important problems of th" relation" of 
capital and labor. He mu-f have views on their 
respective social rights and obligations, a Judg- 



uncondltional. First, there Is the strong senti- 
ment of gratitude and loyalty which the ordln- 
ary recipient of a benefaction feels toward the 
benefactor, and, second, there Is In most cases 
the lurking possibility of having to apply 
again. - . •

number of colleges have to his knowledge been 
Influenced by Institutions like tbe Carnegie or 
Rockefeller foundations, but In his opinion Buch 
Influence was always "for good." For whose 
good? It was undoubtedly a goc . Influence 
from the point of view of the donor, but was 
it always a healthy Influence from the point of 
view of academic Independence and democracy? 

Dr. Eliot himself, as president of the Harvard 
University, has been the recipient of munificent 
gifts from Mr. Rockefeller and other capital- 
ists. It was also he who proclaimed tbe strike- 
breaker a hero. It Is not possible that his 
ytowa, whether right or wrong, were uncon- 
sciously Influenced by such gifts, and that his 
.notions of "good" influences were formed In the 
same manner? 

Perhaps an even more Insidious Influence 
over college teachers is exercised by Mr. Car- 
negie's pension system. The average college 
professor Is a very much underpaid man. As a 
rule, be has not been able to lay aside anything 
substantial against the needs of the most try- 
ing and helpless period of his life — old age. or 
to make any provisions for the care of bis fam- 
ily In case of death. 

Neither the government nor the college ad- 
min 1st ration come to his relief. It Is Mr. Car. 
aeaie who plays the part of kind providence, 
and the poor teacher can only repay him In 
loyalty t» him and his class. The Intentions of 
the donors may be of the best, hut the results 
may be incalculably harmful to the studylag 
generation. 

MENACE OF SUBSIDIZED EDUCATION. 

THE education of the people, from the ele- 
mentary schools to the universities, is 
tbe most important social function of tbe com- 
munity. It determines the kind of manhood 
which we shall have in the future. Nothing Is 
more pregnant with menace to the progress and 
democracy of this country than a subsidized 
and biased education. 

Tbe great industrial corporations of our time 
have robbed the people of their economic inde- 
pendence. They are now making a bold assault 
on the Intellectual independence of this country, 
and their philanthropies, endowments and 
foundations are the instruments of such assault. 

But even more fatal from the point of view 
of social desirability are the so-called "social 
research" activities of the foundations, their 
investigations into social conditions and publi- 
cations of results. This statement is not meant 
as a criticism of tbe work that has so far been 
done by the Russell Sage Foundation, for that 
baa in my opinion, been quite good on the whole. 
It is meant as an expression of the potential 
danger which lies In such private enterprises, 
particularly if supported by unlimited means 
and undertaken by persons actively engaged in 
gigantic financial and Industrial enterprises. 

All the objections which may be raised 
against similar control of educational Institu- 
tions apply with the same force to the control 
of social research by moneyed Interests. Rut a 
number of new and stronger objections must be 
added. 

The Investigator in the field of natural science 
may approach the subject of his study without 
bias and as a rule his "oncluslons will not clash 
with any Interest. Hut the Investigator of so- 
• -.id industrial reld'.fnn* J*«s an 
catlrely different *isk. Is "»'l<y\ upon to 

study conditions winch hav* a direct and vual 
bearing on people's material Interests. He. 
must pass upon the many conflicting claims 
between tapitnl ;wi<l labor. He must sit in 
Judgment over the employing classes and the 
masacs of tbe employes. He must allxii him- 
self at least in part with one side or the other. 
There !• no su< h thing as an impartial judge' 
of social conditions. 

The Social Investigator, who derives his 

ltaH«t* actlvelv engaged in IndustTv 'anu'tire. 
qnenflr confronting their workers In embitter- 
ed struggle, will not Investigate, hut apologise 
for his employer. 

There are n»anv more reasons why T believe 
that great founda'lons engaging In social re- 
aesrch sre norial dangers, arid I shall try to 
elucidate some of them by taklnfr >is an Illus- 
tration:

THE Rockefeller Foundation announced In 
August of last year that it had determ- 
ined to engage In the f|» M of social and econ- 
omic research on a large scale. 

It appears from the statements of Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., before the commission that 



do continued to he maltreated, assaulted and 
killed, while Mr. Rockefeller set out to look for 
the root cause, a safe task for him, since la his 
own testimony he does not "suppose that corn- 
lag geaeratlons will solve that problem, which

But too often so-called investigations are re- 
sorted to for tbe sole purpose of diverting pub- 
lic clamor or Indignation with no Idea of secur- 
ing practical results. Particularly is that the 
case when the Investigation has no governmen- 
tal sanction and Is not to he followed by re- 
commendation for legislative enactments. 

And Mr. Rockefeller did not have to embark 
on an elaborate course of social research. All 
be had to do was to Issue orders to his repre- 
sentatives in Colorado to comply with the laws 
of the State enacted for the protection of tbe 
miners, and allow them their constitutional 
liberty to organise, and the "root causes" would 
take care of themselves. 

ROCKEFELLER'S ARROGANT CHALLBMIB. 

WHY did Mr. Rockefeller determine at that 
particular time to engage in a general 
Investigation of Industrial relations? The gov- 
ernment of the United States had appointed 
such a commission with the widest possible 
scope and with ample powers, and that com- 
mission was actively engaged In such investi- 
gation at that very time. 

Why should Mr. Rockefeller have thought it 
necessary to duplicate the work of that com- 
mission? If he was anxious to have the "root 
causes" of industrial disturbances discovered 
for him. why did he not wait for the report of 
this commission? 

To the unsophisticated observer It may seem 
that Mr. Rockefeller was not pleased with the 
methods of this commission, particularly its 
curiosity about the Colorado situation, aud that 
he decided to punish the government by pitting 
his hundred millions against the modest govern* 
ment appropriation, thus overshadowing If not 
nullifying the work of this commission. It In 
to my mind one of the most arrogant challenges 
ever Issued by an Individual against the govern, 
ment and the people. 

The social researches of the Rockefeller 
Foundation are not conducted ;,long any fixed 
lines or by any definite methods. The entire 
undertaking has been placed in the hands of 
Mr. Mackenzie King, former Minister of l,abor 
In Canada, who is to make the investigation 
as he sees fit. 

Mr. King was selec ted by Mr. Rockefeller 
after careful consideration, and his attitude 
on problems of Industrial relations, and parti- 
cularly on the labor movement, must have con- 
siderable weight In determining the selection. 

What was Mr. Klmr'n attitude on these sub- 
jects as far as Mr. Rockefeller knew at the time 
he engaged him? Mr. King had been Minister 
of Ijahor In Canada, and as such had been an 
ardent advocate of the Cumpulsory Arbitra- 
tion Law. 

If such a law had existed In Colorado, where 
the government Is mostly In the hands of the 
mineowners, the workers would be reduced to 
• condition of virtual slavery, deprived of the 
only right that can protect them - the right 
to strike - and forced to work under nny terms 
forced on them by their employers' goiernnieut. 

Another Important subject on which Mr. 
King had expressed nn opinion before his ap- 
pointment was the strike situation in f '(dorado. 
This opinion was contained in a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. John M. Rockefeller. Jr . and 
read before Hie • omtnission. It wa . couc hed In

1HKMKVK the Rockefeller Foundation In as 
far as it engages in the work of social re- 
search Is disingenuous In object and motives 
and distinctly a factor operating against true 



social enlightenment ami progress. 

The i:reat private foundation* and the numer- 
ous endow meals for educational purposes and 
for "eoeial welfare" work and .*ludy have 
sprung up ami have assumed menu* mg propor- 
tion*, because the government has iicKtected to 
occupy and fill legitimate fields of [iinctlonsV 
Nothing is more peculiarly a matter <>f general 
social concern than education and social better- 
ment. In a well, regulated democracy these 
functions should be more Jealously guarded aa 
public or government prerogatives than the 
coining of money. 

Tho college* and universities of our country 
should be mana.e.l by the State and federal 
government* Just as our common schools are, 
with ample provision* for democratic admini- 
stration nnd full academic freedom. 

The Commission on Industrial RelatJenj 
should be made a permanent body with In- 
creased powers and means. It should he In ft 
position to Investigate on the spot and publicly 
all Industrial disturbances of any Importance an 
soon as they appear In any part of the eoantryf 
to adjust grievances If possible or to r cca nv 
mend such legislative enactmeat or executive 
action as the case may require. At the sense 
time 1 hellevc that the power* of all eorpern> 
tlons such as the Rockefeller Foundation aai 
the Csrneirle Corporation should be strictly de- 
fined and limited. 

Tho broad powers which such foundations 
enjoy under their present charters constitute 
a serious menace to the community. Take the 
Rockefeller Foundation as an Illustration. It 
is incorporated by a special act of the New 
York Legislature "for the purpose of receiving 
and maintaining a fund or funds and applying 
the income and principal thereof to promote 
the well-being of mankind throughout the 
world." \ 

It may use such means to that end which 
from time to time shall seem expedient to Re 
members or trustees." It may "Invest or re- 
invest any principal, and deal with and expend 
the' income and principal of the corporation In 
such manner as In the judgment of the trustees 
will best promote Its object." 

The corporation has no membership, properly 
speaking. It consists of directors or trustees 
without a constituency. Tlte number of such 
trustees mav be determined.bv .thn "nrn^'atte??

COI I I) FORTIFY RUKINEftS INTERESTS. 

THESE persons would have the right to an* 
ply the entire principal and Income of 
the vast fund for the direct purpose of foraVi 
fying th"lr business interests or the intereatslj 
of the industrial system which they rapreeaeA] 
without restriction. 

They might use the tremendous power iahctiS 
ent In such a large fortune to resist any puhtfn| 
-movement for greater sorts! Justice or growta*** 
industrial democracy, so long as they co nsid e r ! 
such movements as inimical to the "well-befadjf 
of mankind," and It must be borne in mind that* 
the trustees of the foundation are the only? 
judges under their charter of what shall be 
considered as promoting the well-being of man- 
kind. 

There i* hardly anything which such an Im- 
mense sum of money concentrated In the bandd 
of practically one individual and judiciously ap- 
plied toward one particular object, could not 
accomplish. It Is a tremendous power for good 
or a tremendous power for evil, and whether Ha 
overwhelming weight should be thrown into 
the scab- of one or the other depends entirely 
on the inclination of a very small group off 
men, practically of one man. 

We may well imagine a national election con- 
ducted on Issues of vital national Importance to 
the people, for Instance, an issue over the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads or mines, of 
perhaps even a more general issue of Industrial 
democracy, as ngainst industrial feudalism. In 
a hotly contested campaign as such Important 
issues are bound to produce, the Rockefeller 
Foundation could well swing the election one 
way or the other, according to the* conception 
of Its trustees as to which side would best pro- 
mote the well-being of mankind. 

It would not need to directly subsidise pollfd* 
cal parties for that purpose. It could buy or 
subsidize a lurge section of the public press* 
flood the country with literature aad speaker* 
nnd resort to a thousand other less legitimate 
but more effective methods of Influeaelng the 
election nlth the aid of its unlimited funds. 

It is true 'hat Mr. Rockefeller could do all 
these things ns an individual without Incorpor- 
ating a special foundation for that purpose. Bnt 
the incorporation of the foundation "for the 
promotion of the well-being of mankind through- 
out the world" tend* to give his activities a 
certain prestige and power, which as an indi- 
vidual he would not posses*, and, furthermore, 
it relievos him from an annual tax of $100,006,.

WAGES OP 10A«OS IN KEW YORK. 

The New York State Factory In- 
vestigating Commission presented 
tbe evidence It has gathered on low 
wages in unorganised trades at thr 
preliminary hearings of the com- 
uileelon on the wsgs problem held 
In New York City December 1 and I. 
This evidence, which the commission 
has collected during its two years' 
study of wages In the state, showed 
that: 

Fifty thousand men and women In 
4 trades alone In New York etate 
are earning under $8 a week: 

Out of 16.000 women employes In 
industrial lines In New York City. 
8.000 received less than $6.60 a 
week during the busy season last 
year; 

Fifty-three per cent of the women 
In the large New York City depart- 
ment stores esrn less than f 8 a wsek 
and It takes one of these women 20 
years to reach a maximum of $16. 

The figures given by Howard B. 
Woolston. director of the investiga- 
tion, disclosed that out of a total of 
104.000 wage earners Investigated, 
one-eighth receive less then $6 s 
week .one-third less than $7, two- 
thirds $10 or leas, and only one- 
sixth $16 or more. These figures 
were secured from the psyrolls of 
680 stores and factories throughout 
the state. 

Average earnings in these linns 
are still lower. Dr. Woolston point- 
ed out, because of slack work and 
disability. His testimony on this 
point was lster amplified by that of 
Irene Osgood Andrews of the Amer- 
ican Association for I^abor Legisla- 
tion, who declared that out of 1.063 
women rateworkers in the better 
candy factories of New York City 89 
per cent had weekly earnings aver- 
aging for a year less than their 
given wage. In regard to depart- 
ment stores, Mrs. Andrews quoted 
one New York City establishment 
with an average payroll of 8.760 
employes which added during the 
year 12,769 people and dropped 
10,882. 



Of 1,800 women employes later- 
viewed regarding residence, af par 
cent were with their families. If 
per cent with friends or rslattves 
and only 16 per cent were living fJH 
dependents. Of 313 women living 
at home, 74 per cent,turned all thalr 
wages Into the family srtonMaf. 
Twenty-one per cent paid "hamieT 
of from $2 to $8. and only S Bar CBBt 
could spend as they chose. 

In the trades studied, tares^Mm 
of the workers are womea and stria* 
and 30 per cent of all are foTSigpars,
